Lillian G. Meade, Birming- 
ham, executivedirector of 
the Alabama Division, and

With the assistance of the 
state officials, each county 
sets up its own program to 
Carry on a continuous fight 
against cancer through ed- 
ucation and to assist in ser- 
vice to medically indigent 
cancer patients.

Although the inaugural 
day festivities will be ela- 
borate and larger than per- 
haps any previous celebra- 
tion, the man directing the 
show says it will cost the 
state little if anything, John 
Pemberton, Wallace’s ap- 
pointed parade chairman, 
reports that the state has 
been put to no expense. 
The colorful parade will 
be the result of voluntary 
efforts, according to Pein- 
berton, School children and 
their bands will attend the 
inaugural at their own ex- 
pense, Pemberton said. In 
many instances local 
school boards have agreed 
to provide transportation 
for the bands, In other 
cases, he added, school 
band members raised en- 
ough money by sale of 
Wallace ‘‘coin’ and by 
selling box lunches to cover 
costs. Not only have local 
areas provided means in 
most cases for schcol 
bands to make the trip to 
Montgomery but they ha 
also arranged for m«¢ 
than 90 floats.

Tiros V, marvel of the space 
age, is a 344-foot-wide cyl- 
inder packed with cameras 
and electronic gear. From an 
orbit covering much of the 
globe, it watches troublesome 
areas such as the equatorial 
Atlantic where huge storms 
are spawned, 

Weathermen examining pic- 
tures televised by Tiros can 
learn of a storm’s approach 
in hours instead of days. 
People in low-lying areas will 
have more time to reach 
safety—or strengthen levees 
before the juggernaut strikes. 

The National Geographic 
Society reports it is unlikely 
that any ‘city will be struck 
without warning, as Galves- 
ton, Texas was in 1900. There, 
the water rose one foot each 
second—drowning 6,000 peo- 


ple. 
The value of early warning 
was fully demonstrated in 


1961 by the third Tiros in the 
series of weather satellites. 
This satellite flashed reports 
of five Atlantic hurricanes 
and nine typhoons in the Pacif- 
ic. It detected Esther while 
that hurricane was forming. 
Weathermen estimate that the 
observation saved many lives 
and a billion dollars worth of 
property.

Your food freezer isn’t 
a bank, so don’t put foods 
in and expect to draw in- 
terest. 
“Most foods get no bet- 
ter with age; in fact in 
most cases, there is bound 
to be some loss in quali- 
ty,’’ states Isabelle Down- 
ey, Auburn University food 
preservation specialist. 
But a food freezer

hen put the date a food 
should be used in your

“It’s a good idea not 
to store fresh pork more 
than three to six months, 
other meats more than six 
months, and fruits and veg- 
etables more than twelve 
months,the specialist says. 

If these items are kept 
longer, they tend to lose
